On her arms were a large number of 
jeweled bangles aud armlets, on her fin- 
gers rings of beautiful rubies and dia- 
monds. Round her neck were strings of 
5na pearls, and, suspended by studs of 
large diamonds in tho outer rims of the 
ears, she wore across the hair at the 
back of the head pearls, emeralds and 
rubies, prettily sot as a kind of collar- 
ette. The ears were pierced iu several 
places to allow rings arid jewels to be 
inserted, and in tbe nose a small dia- 
mond was worn. The little jeweled lady 
did not speak English, aud after we 
bad admired her jawelry conversation 
soon came to an end. 


Her wee baby was brought iu dressed 


in colored silk, with a gold laced cap on 
its little bald head. The mvwub joined 
tis, and there was much lively chat over 
the subject of our visit to tbe state. In 
such a zenana the mcst riaorons seclu- 
sion of tbe wives is enforced—wives, I 
say, for in this zenana the begum was 
the chief and the only wife and was 
married the d.iy after the death of the 
first begura.—London Queen.

His wife died when he was about 00 


years old, and for many years he lived 
as a widower. At tne age of 115 be cut 
an entirely now set of teeth, and at the 
age of 123 one morning he saddled bis 
own horse, sprang into the saddle and 
rocle 80 miles to address a widow and 
to as-k her to be his wife. He evidently 
was lejected, for ne rode back that day 
and lived 7 years longer.—Atlanta Con- 
stitution.

The Miuix Shearwater. 


^Ye have still within the limits of 


the British isles a few colonies remain- 
ing of a small cousin of "the largest of 
sea iowles"—a typical repiesentative of 
the £reat oceauio family of the Tubi- 
nandes—the Mans shearwater. 


Driven from tbe island from which it 


takes it namo, where ouco it bred in 
eiioimons numbers, the shearwater still 
congregates during the breeding season 
by thousands in Eigcr, and in smaller 
numbers in others of the western is- 
lands of buotlaud, Ireland aud Wales, 
and hits a home on one, and one only, 
of the Scilly li-l^s, within a milo or two 
of tiio reefs of evil rennto among which 
Queen Anne's iieet ou its remru from 
Spam, confuse.! by continuous foi;s, aud 
believing itself fltr to tho south off tbe 
French coast, found itself entangled 
with fatal results on tho night of the 
23d of October, 1707. 


The chief part nf the island is cover- 


ed with thrift, winch has grown ou the 
dust of its ancestors until it has formed 
a light, spongy pout of its own, extend- 
iijQ in piTi^rs to seven** toct in i*cpt«, 
houeyeoiabed, more particularly at the 
outtern end, with burrows. 


On landing—though black backed and 


hprriug gulls aro m plenty, and the sea- 
side rocks are dotted with puffins and 
ehags—there is nothing to be seen 
which could suggest to an explorer un- 
warned that he stands in tbe chief Eng- 
lish breeding place of tbe most, power- 
fnl and grtieetul on the wing, and—ex- 
cepting perhaps its own smaller near 
reiumo, the Ftormy petrel—the mo&t 
poetical in association of l>nropeau birds. 
The shearwater during the nesting sea- 
son is uootuiunl in its habits, leaving 
the nest, if at all, only after stmset, 
aud returning bafore daylight.—Black- 
wood's Magazine.

"There are writers who tell us that 


such light lorms of literature as the 
novel imd the. dnuaa onaht to have no 
moral responsibility whatever. These 
writers are of tvro classes. First, there 
are those who tliiuk of a novel as John- 
sou defined it in his dictoinary, 'A 
smooth tale, generally of love.' The 
second class are those who think too 
meanly of all forms of imaginative 
writing to allow either novel or drama 
a place among the works that have any- 
thing to do with serious thought or the 
real facts of life. But there are other 
writers who are so far from wanting the 
novel and drama to ba a sugar candy 
kind of literature that they are forever 
asking the ramorteless German ques- 
tion, 'To wb.\t end?' Then there are 
those who say tho duty of a story teller 
is to tell stories, not to preach sermons. 
The novel should be no more moral than 
a story in 'The Arabian Nights.' Art 
and morality have nothing to do with 
each other. When the novelist or -irata- 
atist presents his characters, he should 
stand aside from thejn; he should disap- 
pear; he should annihilate himself. 
This is the attitude of many of the 
French authors at the present moment. 


"The general practice of nearly all 


the great masters is against this view. 
Against the array of geuins on the side 
of conscious moral intention we can 
meution two names only, but perhaps 
they are the greatest names in literature 
—Shakespeare and Scott Taine calls 
them 'the great 
impartial artisis,' 


meaning that they are the two great 
speakers who were unconscious of an 
aim in speaking. And seeing this, that 
our highest literary man of the sixteenth 
century, as well as our highest literary 
man of the nineteenth century, who 
both imine isurably beyond all others 
commanded the world's ear, had either 
niching to say or preferred to be •aaiu- 
cumbered by 1111 ulterior aim, the greater 
pait of winters and readers have con- 
cluded that iu a novel or drama it is 
best to «iy nothing. Carlyle does not 
take this view. The John Kuox in Car- 
lyle sees only die Rob Soy m Scott, and 
Scott descends as a consequence from 
tho rank of a great man. 


"But there is a greater thing in a 


novel or drama than subject, or scene, 
or character, and that is motive. It is 
here that, the master shows his highest 
masteiy. Moti\e ic to tho novel or 
drama what the text is to the sermon. 
When J speaK of motive, I do not mean 
moral pmpuse. ilomo is the silver 
thread that holds in I?no the heads oJ 
art.

Then the Russians under Diebitsch, it 
will be remembered, won Adrinnople 
with case, and might have gained pos- 
session of the Bosporus but for the jeal- 
ousy of other Christian nations. 


But, while we assume that in the end 


the European powers can, if thoroughly 
agreed, deal as they choose with Turkey, 
the apparent fact of their ability to ar- 
rive at an agreement may well excite as- 
tonishment. To Russia the acquisition 
of Constantinople would be incalculably 
mere useful than to ituy other power, 
since only uirongh the Bosporus cau the 
great northern empire gain access to the 
Mediterranean. 


Hitherto the czars have acted on the 


theory that it was better for them to 
leave that coign of vnatage under the 
control of a weak Turkish ruler than to 
suffer it to fall into any Christian hands 
but theirs. Let them but have the Bos- 
porus, and by comparison they cared uoc 
what became of the rest of the sultan's 
dominions. Such, we repeat, has been 
the traditional policy of the Romanoffs. 
Yet now they have departed from it, if 
we can rely upon reports emanating 
from sources usually considered trust- 
worthy. According to these reports, the 
difficulty of disposing of Constantinople 
to the satisfaction of all the powers in- 
terested has not been definitely sur- 
mounted, but postponed by placing un- 
der 
11 u itiieruational commission the 


city, together, we presume, with a strip 
of territory on each side of the Bosporus, 
the Kfiu of Marmora, and the Darda- 
nelles. 


To indu.cc the successor of Peter the 


Great to assent, to an arrangement which 
would adjourn, perhaps to the Greek 
calends, the consummation of his dear- 
est wish, some weighty compensation 
must have been offered to him in Asiat- 
ic Turkey. We find it hard to believe 
that he would- content himself with 
Turkish Armenia rind the headwaters 
of the Tigris unless he were left at lib- 
erty lo follow that river throughout its 
southward course, thus obtaining for 
Russia an outlet to the Indian ocean. 
Yet how could England, which broke 
forth iu angry protest at the rnnicr of u- 
cfcjsiou of Port Arthur to the czar, rec- 
oncile herself to his obtaining a naval 
station in the Persian gulf, in close 
proximity to India? Why, too, for her 
share of the Ottoman inheritance should 
she accept Syria, which is allotted to 
bor by report, unless she aimed at the 
control of the projected Euphrates Val- 
ley railway, a control which implies the 
possession of Bassora, at the head of 
the Persian gulf? 


It is the accommodation of English 


and Russian interests that- renders the 
problem of distributing the Ottoman es- 
tate so hard of solution. The claims of 
oilier European powers might be adjust- 
ed with comparative facility. It hns 
been accounted probable, since by the 
acquisition of the Herzegovina, of Bos- 
nia and Novi Bazar, the Austro-Huu- 
garian monarchy inserted a deep wedge 
in the Balkan peninsula, that it would 
ultimately absorb Macedonia, including 
the important seaport, Salonica. That 
Italy would get Tripoli aud that Crete. 
would fall to Greece have also been 
taken for granted. The proposal to give 
western Asia Minor, including of course 
Smyrna, -to -France, iw-ew to the gen- 
eral public, though it may have been 
mooted in the inner circles of diplomacy. 
It has been generally supposed that for 
historical reasons Syria would have spe- 
cial attractions for Franco, but that Asia 
Minor is a fur more valuable allotment 
is plain enough to those who recall the 
teeming population and immense wealth 
of that region during the early centuries 
of the Roman rule, and indeed down to 
tbe Ottoman conquest. 


According to the rumored terms of 


partition, Germany not being a Mediter- 
ranean power would get nothing. Her 
profit would b;< indirect, dt'^otl partly 
from the su'fajgtheniu.u of her allies, 
Ausirii\ and Italy, and partly from the 
assurance (hut the development of Asia 
Minor would bo likely to occupy the 
energies of Frenchmen for generations 
to come. — New York Sun.
